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THE ADVANCE IN SUGAR 


In no single article of household necessity is there greater need for th 


removal of the duty than in {he item of sugar. 
The price of sugar has take: 


a sudden bound upwards and (lie prospect is, {hat it may go even higher 
The advance has already reached 75 per cent within the last ninety days 
Of course it would be strange indeed if the sugar trust lost any opportunit 
to squeeze the people. In explanation of the high price of sugar it is allege 
th'at the sugar crop is short in this country, in Cuba and in Europe; hut i 
spite of the shortage, if there really is a shortage, there is a heavy tariff o 
sugar imports. 
The government makes some revenue from the sugar tnrit 


but it is insignificant in comparison to the vast amount which the consumers 
are obliged to pay ou account of the sugar tariff. 


The duty on sugar cane is 20 per centum ad valorem and on mapl 


sugar and maple syrup four cents per pound with other graded duties fo 
sugar in the various stages of refining. It is clear, therefore, that were these 
duties removed not only would the price be lower but the supply would be 
greater for there would be no harrier raised against importations. 
The 


people should have free sugar as by this means alone cau they be protected 
against the extortions of the sugar trust. 
The first thing to he done in the 


line of tariff revision is the removal of the tariff on sugar.

approach of election time the trusts spread the impression that unless their 
policies and candidates are favored the industries under their control will 
shut dowu. Thousands of democ-rais are thus misled into voting against 
their own interests only to find after election that the whole thing was a 
^Hiff. .Here in Lowell we have another example of how easily the people 


'."'may be imposed upon in the movement for a new charter. There are men 


cnt'assailing this movement as opposed to the interests of tho people or of 
some particular party. They tell the democrats that it is a scheme for 
republicans and by republicans, while the republican opponents 
of the 


charter claim that it is wholly a democratic measure. True it is. (be oh! 
charter by ward representation plays into the hands of the republicans; but 
as the party designations will be abolished this disadvantage would be 
overcome. In spite of Ihis, however, there are democrats who go about 
assailing the charter as a republican document.

RICHARD 
OLNEY 
ON THE 
TRUST 
DECISIONS 


Hon. Richard Olney has written a very able article 
on 
the 
recent 


deliverance of the supreme court of the United Slates 
upon 
flic 
trust 


problem and in application of the Sherman 
anti-trust 
law. 
Mr. Olney 


discusses the sub j cot in all its phases. In the first plane he shows that the 
oil and tobacco decisions reverse a former decision of the supreme court, 
which shows that both decisions could not be correct. The early decision 
would work ruin io the country and hence he lakes the 
view 
that 
the 


supreme court did the best thing possible in applying the rule of reason, 
unless it declared the statute invalid. 


Mr. Olney shows fhe complexities to which the recent decisions will 


lead in regard to fhe trusts that will be classed as reasonable and those 
that have fallen oniside Hi at designation and thai are. therefore, guilty of 
"unreasonable restraint of trade." 


Mr. Olney justly points out the absence of any standard of reason- 


ableness by which the court might be guided. The court has not set np any 
fcueh standard, nor has congress fixed any. 
Hence the dilemma in which 


a trust finds if self at the outset. To avoid subsequent litigation and expense 
it would be necessary to ascertain in advance whether n business organized 
in a certain way and for a certain purpose would stnnd the test of this rule 
of reason as applied by the supreme court. The court of course cannot so 
decide in advance. In framing its decision, the court must allow that con- 
solidation reduces the cost of production, and thai however large the cor- 
poration's business, it does not violate the statute unless it operates to tho 
loss or injury of the public or to Hie control of other concerns in the sutne 
business so as to establish a monopoly. 


In the opinion of Mr. Olney the business of the country cannot go on 


under any such vague regulation. It is the duty of congress, he believes, so 
to modify the law that tho advantage, of "big business" mtiy be retained 
while the public may be safeguarded agninsl its abuses. 
The law should 


be so well adapted fo the situation Hint (he court will not deem, ii necessary 


ft* invade the domnin of congress in order to avoid 
a 
construction 
of 


the statute that ivxmid be disastrous. Tins assumption of legislative power 


iu fhe interpretation of the Sherman law Mr. Olney holds to be— 


"a serious infraction of a principle • 'which 
underlie? our 
whole 


American polity, national and state, and 
which, in the 
stj-ikinp 


languape of the Massachusetts constitution, Is absolutely csfcntl.il 
'to the end it may be a government of laws and not of men.' " 


There is no man in the United States whose opinion on this question 


is of more weight than that of Sir. Olney; and hence his views of the recent 
court decisions ii> the trust cases are of great importune?. 
The effect of

will probably result

higher 


prices and the tame will be true of the tobacco nnd every of her trust so 
dissolved. 
The only method, therefore, by which the matter can bo set 


right and the courts restricted to their proper function is to enact a now 
tntt-tvust law that will be tippUcabJo without tho Interpolation of any, now 
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phrases and that will afford reasonable scope for legitimate business con- 
solidations while at all times safeguarding the public against extortion and 


monopoly.

COTTON SUPPLY 


Increase of 12 Per Cent, 


in the United States 


WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 
26.—Tiler*, 


was an increase of more, than 33" per 
cent In the supply of ravr cotton in ths 
United States during the cotton year 
which ended Aug. 31, 1911, according 
to the census bureau's preliminary re- 
port on the supply and distribution oC 
cotton 
Issued 
today. 
The supply 


amounted to 13,655,479 bales, compared 
with 12,lSS,0;i. bates for the previous 
year, when there was a decrease 6£20 
per cant from that available in 1909. 


Notwithstanding this increase in tha 


total supply, the consumption of cotton 
here showed a 
decrease of slightly 


more than two per cent over last ye&r 
and was 
tho 
smallest- consumption 


during the'past years, It being 4,SS5,3tG 
bates. It was said seml-offlclally that, 
the high price- of ran- cotton durinff ' 
tha year was principally tho causa for 
tho decreased consumption. This con- . 
sumption during tho year was larger in 
the cotton growing states than the pre- 
vious year, while In all other states it 
was smaller.

wero 22 per cent greater than durios11 


1910, 
the nmoimt being 7,781,4U bales; -

THE NEW COMET 


PHOTOGRAPHED BY 
PROFESSORj 


AT WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY 
SEATTLE, Sept. 26.—The new comet

Gould, professor of astronomy at the 
university of Washington.

effect until Jan. 1 next, so of course 
there is no necessity for any employer 
. to be bound by it at present. 


"Then as to the 56-hour a week law 


there is in that, too, a qualification, in 
reference to what is sometimes called 
'season work.' That Is, It is legal to 
work more than the ordinary number 


of hours a day at certain seasons of 
the year, for instance, when business 
is brisk, provided, however, that 
total number of. hours' work for 


the 
the 


year does not average more 
than 50 


hours a week. 


"Then, too, there is a difference In 


the length of time that certain shifts 
of the helpers work. Some going on at 
a certain hour may work 
a 
greater 


number,of hours than another shift 
going on at a different hour, so that 
uniformity in the matter Is hardly pos- 
sible.

"We must have some evidence of 


violations of the !aw before we can 
take any action, and so far as I am 
aware up to the present our inspectors 
havo not found any."

THE ADVANCE 
IN 
SUGAR 


In no single article of household necessity is there jrreater need for the 


removal of the duty than in the item of sugar. 
The pric-e of sugar has taken 


E sudden bound upwards and the prospect is, that it may go even higher. 
i'he advance has already reached 75 per cent within the last ninety days. 
Of course it would be strange indeed if Ihe sugar trust lost any opportunity 
to squeeze the people. lu explanation of the high price of sugar it is alleged 
that the sugar crop is short in this country, in Cuba and in Europe; but in 
spite of the shortage, if there really is a shortage, there is a heavy tariff on 
sugar imports. 
The government makes some revenue from the sugar tarifi 


but it is insignificant in comparison to the vast amount which the consumers 
are obliged to pay on account of Ihe sugar tariff. 


The duty on sugar cane is 20 per centum- ad valorem and on maple 


sugar and maple syrup four cents per pound with other graded duties for 
sugar in the various stages of refining. It is clear, therefore, that were these 
duties removed not only would the price be lower but the supply would be. 
greater for there would bo no barrier raised against importations. 
The 


people should have free sugar as by this means alone can they be protected 
against the extortions of the sugar trust. 
The first thing to be done in the 


line of tarifi' revision is the removal of the tarifi' on sugar.

RICHARD 
OLNEY 
ON THE 
TRUST 
DECISIONS 


Hon. Richard Olney has written a very able article 
on 
the, recent 


deliverance of the supreme court of the United States upon 
the trust 


problem and in application of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 
Mr. Olney 


discusses the subject in all its phases. In the iirst, place he shows that the 
oil and tobacco decisions reverse n former decision of the supreme court, 
which shows that both decisions could not he correct. The-early decision 
would work ruin to the country and hence he takes the 
view 
that 
the 


supreme fourt did the best thing possible in applying the rule of reason, 
unless it declared the statute invalid. 


Mr. Olney shows the complexifies to which the recent decisions will 


lead in regard to the trusts (hat will be elapsed as reasonable and those 
that have fallen outside that designation and that nre, therefore, guilty of 
"unreasonable restraint of trade." 
; 


Mr. Olney justly points out the absence of any standard of reason- 


ableness by which (ho court might he guided. The court has not set up any 
such standard, nor has congress fixed any. Hence (be dilemma in which 
a trust finds itself at the outset. To avoid subsequent litigation and expense 
it would be necessary to ascertain in advance whether a business organized 
in a certain way mid for n certain purpose would stand the test of this rule 
of reason as applied by the supreme court. The. court of course cannot so 
decide in advance. In framing its decision, the court must allow that con- 
solidation reduces the cost of production, and that however large the cor- 
poration's business, it does not violate the statute unless it operates to the 
loss or injury of the public or to the control of other concerns in the same 
business so as to establish a monopoly. 


In the opinion of Mr. Olney the. business of the country cannot go on 


under any such vague regulation. It is Ihe duty of congress, he believes, so 
to modify the law that the advantage of ''big business" may be retained 
while the public may be safeguarded against i(s abuses. 
The law should 


be so well adapted to the situation that the court wilt uot deem it necessary 


t;> invade the domain of congress in order to avoid 
a 
construction of 


the statute that would be disastrous. This assumption of legislative power 
in the interpretation of (he Sherman law Mr. Gluey holds to be—j 


''a serious infraction of a principle ' 'which underlies our 
whole 


American polity, national and sta^e, and which, in the striking 
language of the Massachusetts constitution, is absolutely essential 
'to trie end it mny. be ,1 government of laws and uot ot men.' " 


There is no man in the United States whose opinion on Ibis question 


is of more weight than that of Mr. Olney; and hence his views of the recent 
court decisions in the trust cases are of great importance.
